Following the note are given items helpful in cataloging.

This list of books recommended has been made up from a 
list of 70 titles comprising most of the month’s publications, 
which was submitted for expression of opinion to twenty- 
five persons, including secretaries of commissions, special- 
ists, trustees, and librarians, in different _— of the country. 
Not any one person had had access to all the books, but the 
combined experience of all who replied makes opinion nearly 
unanimous except in the case a fiction. In this class it 
was natural that there should be much variation of opinion; 
of the books here printed, however, nearly all approved, 
and several titles omitted from this month, may with fuller 
expression of opinion, be included in the next number of 
the Booklist. As few children’s books have appeared this 
month a children’s list is omitted. The list of Technical 
books is contributed by Mr. Harrison W. Craver, Tech- 
nology librarian, Carnegie library, Pittsburgh. 

Several titles not strictly recent, have been included at 
the suggestion of collaborators. A notable English biog- 
raphy, Winston Churchill’s Life of Lord Randolph Churchill, 
has not been included because of its price, $9, though libra- 
ries will do well to buy it on account of its value as con- 
temporary history. No books have been starred for first 
purchase, and the list as a whole contains few works of 
more than ordinary merit. Publishers issue few publica- 
tions during the mid-winter, and many libraries wisely 
choose this time for replacing worn out standard books and 
making selections from second-hand book catalogues at low 
prices.
